HIV-1 infection of such CD4+ cell.

54. (Previously Presented) The antibody of claim 51, wherein the CD4+ 
cell is a primary CD4+ T-cell. 

55. (Previously Presented) The antibody of claim 51, wherein the CD4+ 
cell is a peripheral blood mononuclear cell (PBMC) . 

56. (Previously Presented) The antibody of claim 51, wherein the 
antibody is a monoclonal antibody. 

57. (Currently Amended) A pharmaceutical composition comprising the 
antibody of claim 51 o^e — §-6- and a pharmaceutical ly acceptable 
carrier . 
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58. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition of claim 
57, wherein the antibody is present in an amount effective to 
inhibit HIV-1 infection. 



59. (New) A pharmaceutical composition comprising the antibody of 
claim 56 and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 



(New) The pharmaceutical composition of claim 59, wherein the 
antibody is present in an amount effective to inhibit HIV-1 
infection .
